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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: (1) Regarding applicant's arguments on the 
bottom half of page 7 and the middle of page 8. examiner disagrees in the broadest sense interpretation of the claim language with 
reference to the prior cited art of Inoue et al. Applicant argues that the cited reference must have already adapted or changed phase and 
the camshaft is disengaged or in an unlocked condition. The claim language does not specify that any adaptation has previously 
occurred, but merely specifies a current condition where any phase of the camshaft with respect to the crankshaft has not occurred, 
which can be interpreted to mean during normal operating conditions. Similarly, a no release command to unlock the phase angle 
adjusting mechanism can also be interpreted to mean that previously commands to unlock the mechanism have been given. (2) The 
prior cited art of Inoue et al., although relying on sensors and detecting whether adaptations are occurring, cites all the claimed 
limitations given the broadest interpretation by the examiner as cited above. 
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
